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Wards continue to preserve 100 
years of tradition and quality

This year the Ward family business in Sierra 
Madre celebrates a century of tradition. Founded in 
1891 by E. Waldo Ward Sr., first as a citrus ranch and 
later as a food preserving business which produced 
the finest quality English marmalade. Much has 
changed over the years. A feature of this year’s gift 
catalog for example are spiked olives - delicious 
minced pimiento olives flavored with vermouth, 
great for holiday entertaining or their new Sierra 
Madre brand of 100 percent natural, no-sugar-added 
fruit spreads, five flavors in all. But mostly things 
have stayed the same. 

What has never changed in this. Sierra Madre’s 
oldest business, is that it has remained a small family 
operation with special emphasis on the highest 
standard of excellence and personal service. With 
food giants the norm these days, surely these qualities 
have had to tak“ their toll, making Wards’ an even 
greater contrast in the commercial food business. It 
is also encouraging to know that as they begin their 
second century Wards’ will go on. 

Two years ago E. Waldo Ward’s great-grand¬ 
son, 26-year old Jeffery Ward, became the fourth 
generation of the family in the business when he 
joined his father Richard Ward and his grandfather 
E. Waldo Ward Jr. in running Wards’. He had 
just graduated from UC Davis with a degree in Food 
Science and Technology. Ever since he was a young¬ 
ster and began helping around the company doing 
small chores he knew one cfey he wanted to be part 
@f the operation. \ 

Jeff has introduced a cd!| purer and faxmacnme 
that enables them to simplify the constant amount of 
detail work. He has also had designed their hand¬ 
some gift catalogs with this year’s 100th Family 
Tradition Catalog a real keepsake. Enticing gift- 
boxed selections include “A Taste of Heaven,” 
“California Treasures,” “The Bonanza,” “Break¬ 
fast Basket,” and “Victoria’s Pleasures,” to name 
just a few, and all beautifully gift wrapped. 

Much of their food preserving business is done 
under private labels, for example, Jurgensen’s, 
Graber’s, Pioneer Boulangerie, etc. Even their 
pickled watermelon rind for which they are well- 
known is also made under the Knotts Berry Farm 
label. Much label printing goes on right here in the 
company and for this they use an ancient, but 


beautifully kept Chandler Price letterpress machine. 

Located at 273 E. Highland, it is the site of the 
original ranch, the only ranch to remain from the 
days when Sierra Madre was a farming and ranching 
community. The business is up behind the lovely 
1903 vintage family home. The driveway west of 
the house takes you to the showroom and beyond is 
the canning factory. The redwood barn with its 
water tower is also a delightful relic of the past. 
Three and one-half acres is the size of the ranch 
today. They produce everything from a line of 
pickles to such exotics as kumquats, guavas, blood 
oranges and other gourmet condiments, along with 
their jams and jellies. 

Poor health first brought E. Waldo Ward Sr. to 
the Southland. He had been a salesman for a New 
York Company that specialized in food for the 
epicure. When he recovered he then started a western 
territory for his company. He also purchased land 
from town founder Nathaniel Carter to establish the 
ranch and planted navel oranges and other citrus. 

For several years he nourished the idea of creat¬ 
ing orange marmalade here that would equal or better 
the finest English marmalade. He began by import¬ 
ing two Seville orange trees, the bittersweet variety 
needed, the first such trees ever imported to the U.S. 
These became his grafting stock for a grove that 
later numbered over 600 trees. After three years 
of work experimenting with recipes he was satisfied 
he could produce this fine quality marmalade and 
so began his preserving business. When World 
War I cut off food imports from Europe, Ward 
supplied English marmalade to customers in the U.S. 

Those two original Seville orange trees thrive 
today but are now located on land east of the ranch 
that the Ward’s sold for subdividing. Most of the 
oranges they raise now are on land they own in 
Azusa Canyon. 

Presently, marmalade is about 5 percent of 
their business but they continue to make it only 
from fresh oranges, very unusual in commercial 
marmalade today. It takes three boxes of oranges 
to make a batch of marmalade, a batch being 
22 to 24 dozen one pound jars. A Seville orange 
tree produces eight to 10 boxes of oranges per year. 

Ten people are employed in the canning factory, 
expanded to 20 in peak season, many long-time 
employees. But the company will always remain

Girl Scouts to discard Christmas 
trees for Sierra Madre 


Ten Girl Scouts from Sierra Madre have con¬ 
ceived of a program in which local residents could 
discard of their Christmas trees “in a manner that 
will reduce the impact on valuable landfill capacity.” 
They presented the program at last week’s City 
Council meeting. 

Between Dec. 27, 1991, and Jan. 15, 1992, 
Sierra Madreans are encouraged to take their Christ¬ 
mas trees to a designated site near the northwest 
portion of the city’s corporate yard, accessed from 
Grandview Ave. Participants will be able to place 
the trees, which must be absent of ornaments, tinsel 
and stands, in or next to a large roll-off dumpster. 

The public works department will coordinate 
the removal of the trees with Western Waste In¬ 
dustries who will sell the whole or mulched trees to 
Kellogg Supply, Inc. of Carson to be used in fertiliz¬ 
er material. That same material will be diverted 
from the landfill and tabulated by Western Waste so 


the city will begin to receive credit for the diversion. 

The program costs are minimal because of the 
volunteer promotional effort provided by the local 
Scouts. Western Waste has donated the necessary 
large roll-off bins for disposal of the trees. It is 
anticipated that the nominal program costs can be 
absorbed in the public works department’s current 
operating budget. 

Donna Townsend is Girl Scout leader assisted 
by Carolyn Sullivan who is co-leader. Laura 
Clauson, a mother of one of the Scouts, has been 
spearheading the whole Christmas Tree Diversion 
Program.

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Thanksgiving 

precautions 

Thanksgiving is just around the corner 
with all its attendant festivities. Safety is the 
watchword, both in the kitchen and on the 
road. Each year, between 350 and 450 
Americans die in motor vehicle accidents on 
the Thanksgiving holiday weekend, and 
alcohol is a contributing factor in more than 
one-half of all traffic fatalities, according to 
Joseph M. Kaplan, President of the Los 
Angeles Safety Council. 

The surest way to avoid these personal 
tragedies is through defensive driving. “The 
message is clear and can be ignored only 
at your own peril,” says Kaplan, who 
cautions: 

— If you drive, don’t drink. 

— If you do drink, arrange to 
have a designated driver. 

— Make sure you buckle-up 
your seat belt before every 
trip. 

— On the road, stay alert and 
always expect the unexpected. 
— Obey the speed limits and 
other traffic laws. 

— And, always watch out for the 
other driver. 

What we can be thankful for, according 
to Kaplan, is the car seat belt, since it 
can reduce the chance of becoming a traffic 
fatality by 50 percent - if the unexpected 
does happen. 

Too many drivers drive too fast and 
try to squeeze too much holiday into a long 
weekend. While there is increased usage 
of seat belts, too many drivers still are not 
using them. Fasten your seat belt and keep 
it fastened and be sure that everybody else 
does likewise. IT IS the law in California. 

Expect the other driver to do something 
unexpected. Don’t drink and drive, and 
designate a driver if you have been at a 
party.

This 
has indeed been an outstanding program of 
continued entertainment for the boys and girls 
of our community. 

Although 1 know very little about their work 
and accomplishments, the Sierra Madre Beauti¬ 


fication Committee is a group of very dedicated 
and hard-working women (maybe a few men) 
who plan and make suggestions for a more 
beautiful Sierra Madre. They should be called 
the “Silent Group” as they quietly plod along 
doing their various jobs of planting here and 
planting there and always seem to be promoting 
some spot in the city to be one of the special 
spots for the year. We all benefit from their 
work but many of us don’t know who they are. 
They get my vote for the “Green Thumb of the 
Year” award. 

Of course, there is the Sierra Madre Search 
and Rescue Team. I really can’t tell you any¬ 
thing about their official activities that you 
don’t already kn« w but there is a little story 
I can tell you that shows another side of these 
dedicated men. 

The team has been our neighbor here on 
Stonehouse Road for a number of years. Some 
years back we had a really bad wind storm. 
Now we had several very large and very dead 
trees near the property line that we hadn’t 
gotten around to having removed. You guessed 
it, the wind took care of the job. It blew 
them right over so that their tops came to rest 
on the roof of the Team’s building. We didn’t 
have time to get someone up here to clean up 
the mess. Early the following morning, the Team 
members came in and had the job completed 
before our feet hit the floor. They cleared 
out everything, even the stumps. Now that’s 
what I call a good neighbor! 

In leaving you this week I want to remind 
you that next Thursday is that ever loving 
“Thanksgiving Day” and I want to wish you a 
very happy Thanksgiving. I know that I am 
a week early, but if I wait until next week I will 
be a day late. Too many times in my life I 
have been a “day late and a dollar short.” I 
do not like leftovers anyway.

They don’t lie awake at night wondering 
whether they are appreciated. As a matter of 
fact, in most circles they are appreciated, re¬ 
spected and supported.

An open letter to 
Sierra Madre 

I grew up in my grand¬ 
parents’ house on E. 
Laurel where my mother 
and her brothers also 
grew up and where my 
folks still live. Because 
of our long standing re¬ 
lationship and love for 
Sierra Madre 1 have a 
serious concern about the 
development on the 
mountainside. 1 would 
like to tell you a few 
things about the Oct. 20 
Berkeley-Oakland fire. 1 
live just three blocks from 
houses which burned. 
We were evacuated with 
a few things we could 
load into our son’s and 
our car. When we drove 
away the ash was so 
thick, it was like night at 
5:30 p.m. and we were 
having respiratory prob¬ 
lems. We were miles 
from where the fire 
started. We believed we 
had seen our home for 
the last time. 

• While I know from 
my family that you had 
good new coverage of 
the fire, there may be 
ihings that you did not 
learn. 1 would like you 
(o know the following 
facts which we learned 
the hard way: 

1. The fire started 
on a hillside much like 
Sierra Madre’s foothills. 
Grasses ignited shrubs and 
trees and the fire spread 
in seconds, not minutes. 

2. The fire traveled 
at the rate of the length 
of a football field per 
minute! 

3. As a result of our 
fire, various Fire Depart¬ 


ments have announced 
that there are areas and 
houses for which they 
will not jeopardize the 
lives of fire people be¬ 
cause these areas and/or 
houses have dense brush, 
narrow or one-lane roads 
which became death traps 
in the Oct. 20 fire. 
Lives will not be sacri¬ 
ficed to defend houses 
foolishly built in danger¬ 
ous areas. Sierra Madre 
should seriously consider 
this problem. 

4. City fire people are 
not trained or able to 
fight urban/wild fires. 
That means that the 
house-to-house fought 
fires in a city are very 
different in wild hillside 
areas. Fire departments 
don’t have the training, 
manpower or equipment 
to deal with these urban 
wildfires. 

5. At on point it was 
announced that this fire 
spread four blocks at a 
time; not house by house 
but four blocks at a time. 
A fire on the hillside in 
Sierra Madre would soon 
be in Azusa at that rate! 

6. Water pressure 
was a problem in Fighting 
this fire because the 
2000 degree heat melted 
the pipes of hundreds of 
houses, leaving the water 
to bubble up out of the 
ground in the ashes. 
Volunteers and fire peo¬ 
ple had to cap these amid 
hot ashes in order to 
have water pressure to 
continue to fight the 
spreading fire. 

7. Not only were 
these houses on a hill¬ 
side where they were hard 
to reach and thus de¬ 


fend, they were also sur¬ 
rounded with dense 
brush, elaborate land¬ 
scaping, piles of dry 
leaves from the drought 
and trees too tall which 
carried the fire in a pro¬ 
cess called “crowning.” 
Fire spreads from the 
crown of one tree to 
the crown of another ig¬ 
niting all in its path. 

8. Houses should be 
clear of any growth 
within 30-40 feet, ideal¬ 
ly. Growth should never 
be above the roof of the 
house. 

9. Pine and eucalyp¬ 
tus are barrels of fuel 
waiting to explode. They 
should be cut back to 
shrub size or destroyed 
(apologies to Mom: I 
know grandpa planted 
that row on E. Grand¬ 
view but those eucalyptus 
are very dangerous now 
in such a dry and 
densely populated area. 
They should be trimmed. 

10. Most people saw 
the fire at their back 
door and had only time 
enough to grab the car 
keys, the baby and to run 
for their lives. Some 
did not make it. One 
fireman died trying to 
evacuate five residents in 
his car. 

11. Cars driven on 
narrow roads and by up¬ 
set people had accidents 
which clogged the roads 
to fire trucks. Charred 
cars arc seen being 
carried down the streets 
now, evidence of the 
tragedy which befell 
them. 

12. Had the Clare¬ 
mont Hotel, a block of 
businesses and the three 

r'ii 


gas stations nearby 
burned, there would pro¬ 
bably have been a fire¬ 
ball which would have 
burned all of the two 
cities and on to surround¬ 
ing areas. 

13. The loss of 
property was high. The 
loss of lives could have 
been much higher. Senti¬ 
mental treasures, family 
heritage and art works 
of all kinds arc lost. 
Ashes. 

In summary, given the 
heat you have in Sierra 
Madre, the dry hillsides 
due to the drought, the 
shortage of water for the 
same reason, the Santa 
Ana winds, and the 
density of both vegeta¬ 
tion, landscaping and % 
houses, you must be very 
careful in allowing any 
further hillside develop¬ 
ment. Not only is it 
a deathtrap for the newly 
built homes, but such a 
fire, under such condi¬ 
tions stated could extend 
along the entire foothills 
from the Ridge Route to 
the San Bernardino desert. 
Firestorms which travel 
a football field length 
per minute are to be 
prevented! 

Before you make a 
tragic mistake by allowing 
those hillsides to be de¬ 
veloped, appoint a repre¬ 
sentative group to fly up 
here to see f rst hand

Thanksgiving is a good 
time for us to reflect on 
our needs and the ways 
in which they have been 
met.

no longer satisfying. 

The Lord’s Prayer is 
the best known of all 
Christian acts of worship. 
Contained in the Lord’s 
prayer are seven peti¬ 
tions, and the very first 
petition is “Our Father, 
who art in heaven, hal¬ 
lowed be thy name.” 
The theology here is that 
if God’s needs are met 
first, then human needs 
will be met also. Accord¬ 
ing to the prayer, one of 
God’s most basic needs 
is that God’s name will 
be kept holy, not mis¬ 
used, abused or taken in 
vain. 

Beyond the immediate 
necessities of food, 
clothing, water, shelter 
and medicine, the most 
essential human needs are 
faith, hope and love. By 
“faith” I do not mean 
agreeing with MY faith, 
or affirming the Nicene 
Creed, or accepting that 
the Virgin Birth is true.
